National Coin Week 1969 is now past history. However, I do believe 
that we achieved more this year than in any of the past such events 
which date back to 1923. Publicity wise I think we brought the FAO 
coin plan to the forefront for many thousands of collectors. 


The commercial numismatic publication did a tremendous job in 
promoting the joint effort of FAO and the American Numismatic 
Association. On our part publicity went out to over 1000 member 
clubs and in several issues of our national magazine which enjoys a 
circulation in excess of 26,000 copies. 


Although hundreds of clubs participate in National Coin Week, only a 
few dozen saw fit to record what they did in the form of scrapbooks 
and these will be judged competitively here in Colorado Springs on 
Friday, May 30. 


Is it possible to have some official from New York, or someone 
related to FAO to be present at the time of judgéng and to 
participate as a judge? We will have the National Coin publications 
here during that time, and believe that the resulting publicity will 
also aid your cause.
